Mr, Dama, who has been a Cily 
Councillor since October, I HO, and 
during the last seventeen years hat resided 
constantly in Sydney, " does nol think 
ihe Corporation works well,* and aays 
"there are two parlies in lb* Cily Council, 
and there is lu much oppuaitioo, thai if a 
be ii elicit I measure were proposed hy a 
member of one p*rty,the member* ul tbe 
other would b* sure to oppose it/ 1 M It 
appear* to him lhal a great many person* 
have entered into the Council wilh tbe 
view of gelling into the Commission of 
(he Peace, and thai after they hate accom- 
plished lhat object they hate cared eery 
lillla about the affairs of the Corporation." 
He thicks " both partita are lo blame , 
bu! that no doubt one clique ia more to 
blame than the other." Tbe party " moat 
to blame ia Alderman Tm-aiow'i." " Both 
an anxious to get (he grealnt share sf 
power." He dote " not think the money 
entrusted to the Corporation has beta pro- 
perly ape ui . but that il haa heea squan- 
dered away ia making what ate called, 
but what are really nol, improvements." 
In on* of Ibe Mreeta upon which money 
hat been to squandered, " I be re at* very 
few bouses, and most of them are the 
properly of a person who haa been a 
member of tbe Improvement Committee 
er.l since November, 1 SIS." •• There is 
a general system of employing a set of 
favourites on the worka, men who haVfl 
been employed by Ibe member* aa sub- 
electioneering agents."

Report must first be brought up, then it 
must be received, and (hen perhaps 
several meetings may pas* before it can 
be adopted." By a smaller body, " (he 
buiinesa might be dune in one-trnlh 
of the lime consumed by lb* Council." 

Now, the reader will pirate to bear in 
mind, lhat all ihese lUlcmenlt and 
opiniona are from gentlemen who are now 
members uf the City Council, Om of 
then own mouths, therefor*, ii lac Corpo- 
ration mure or less condemned, at an lo- 
strumeul which hat failed to answer the 
end of it* creation. Much to the tame 
effect tpeak all the other wllncaat* ; thai 
is, such of them as are competent to give a 
disinterested opinion, or were examined on 
th Ii pellicular point, fiome uf thcui were 
called upon fui information of an official 
character, namely, tha Town Clerk, the 
City Tre*,urer, the late City gurveyor, 
and ihe Health Office! of the Port. Thiet 
of Ihe other witness*! are ex-City Coun- 
cillor* : and they all testify (hat the Cor- 
poration has nut worked welt, IhM il 
uughl to he abolished, and that its duties 
should be Iran *frr red to Co us mission era. 
The late Setrelary to the Mayor and As- 
aittant-Town Clerk, Hr. Wills, gives il 
aa hia opinion lhal the Corporal. on " doe* 
not work aatitftctonly ; erery body it 
complaining of it." The remaining six 
wilntssei are io no way connected with 
the Cily Council, except a* c.ti&ens and 
rate pa yen • and ihey are all unfavourable 
lo the enatin^r lytltm, and mutt of them 
in favour of a Cummiaaion. On* of these 
six it Mr, Oowsarr, who has been in the 
habit of reporting the debate! of the City 
Council. Un being asked aa tu their 
method of doing business, he taya, " Jt 
wuuid not he very easy lu descitbe thai— 
it is sometimes a scene of confusion from 
ihe beginning to tbe end uf a debate," 
" 1 have seen four or live iprtking 
once," " They make on tuch occasions an 
much noiae thai Ihey drown the vuwc of 
the Mayo*, who shouts 'Urderl' al Ibe 
top of hi* voice, but he n aliuoal inaudible." 
" They art seldom frte ftom imputing mo- 
tive* —ihey are not alwayt abusive, but 
eery frequently they ate." " 1 have 
heard tu Aldtrnaa ctlled several limti a 
'damned liar' in ihe course ol htaapeech." 

Much t* a rapid summary of the 
evident r, in so far as il hears di- 
rectly on (be question aa to lbs 
success or failure of the Corpo- 
ration. In on* way or another, ii nil 
comes to the same point, Ihe point at 
which, aa we have already observed, we 
behave the vast majority or iht ialeliigrut 
citiceasuol of doors hate ai'ited long ago. 

It is evident (bat teen in Ungland the
